TRIBESMEN DEFIANT. 


THOUGH DRIVEN FROM GILGIT, THEY ARE NOT 
SUBDUED. 

CALCUTTA, Dec. 15.—The Hunza Niger 
tribesmen, though driven out of Nilt, their 
fortified stronghold, by Indian troops under 
command of Col. Durand, and compelled to 
retreat tothe mountains, have nof been en- 
tirely subdued. They have recovered ina 
measure fromthe punishment inflicted upon 
them by the British forces, and are conduct- 
ing a sort of guerrilla warfare that 
is very exasperating. The country around 
Gilgit, near which place the tribesmen made 
their first menaces against British authority, 
is one of the wildest mountainous regions in 
the world, and the inhabitants ofthe region 
are noted for their barbarism and warlike 
habits. Desultory firing Is carried on daily, 
butthus far there have been no casualties 
Since the first engagement. Col. Durand, 
Capt. Aylmer and Lieut. Babcock and the 
twenty Sepvys who were wounded at the 
storming and capture of Nilt and Lieut. Gor- 
don and the seven Sepoys, who were wound- 
ed during the pursuit of the tribesmen in the 
mountains,are all making favorable progress 
towards recovery. 


THE ST. JOHN CASE. 


BOTH PARTIES TO THE SUIT FREE, BUT NOT 
DIVORCED. 

LONDON, Dec. 15.—Although the juryin the 
St. John divorce case yesterday decided that 
Mr. Meriushad not been guilty of cruelty to 
his wife and that Miss St. John had not been 
guilty of the acts of infidelity 
charged against her by her hus- 
band, thereby rendering the granting of a 
decree of divorce impossible, Miss 
St. John Is determined not toagain live with 
her husband. To-day her counsel, Sir Charles 
Russell, applied to Justice Juene in the D!- 
vorce Division of Her Majesty’s High Court 
of Justice, before whom the divorce case was 
tried, for the granting of a judicial separa- 
tion to Miss St. John. Justice Juene granted 
the application and the couple are now to a 
certain extent free. The court ordered that 
Miss St. John and Mr. Marius each pay their 
own costs in the action and counteraction 
brought by them for divorce. 
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GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS, 


HOW THE GERMAN-AMERICAN TREATY WAS AC- 
COMPLISHED—BRIEFS. 

Lonpon, Dec. 15.—The Standard’s Berlin 
correspondent, referringto the reciprocity 
arrangement between Germany and the 
United States, says: ‘*‘The redaction in duty 
on American corn and the removalof the 
duty on German sugar were effected bya 
simple exchange of notes. Parlilamentary 
sanction was not needed.’’ He also says: 
‘*An exchange of views on thenew commer- 
cial situation is afoot between England and 
Germany.’’ 

MR. GLADSTONE TOURING. 

Mr. and Mrs. Gladstone, accompanied by 
Mr. John Morley, Mr. George Armstead and 
Mr. and Lady Majoribanks, have started for 
Biarritz. Notwithstanding that it was rain- 
ing harda large crowd gathered to see the 
ex-Premier off, and an ovation was tendered 
him all along the route. 

UNRESTRICTED RECIPROCITY. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Dec. 15.—Oliver Mowat, 
Premier of Ontario, has written an open 
letter to Alexander Mackenzie, the veteran 
ex-Premier of the Dominion. Mr. Mowat de- 
clares that he is in favor of unrestricted 
reciprocity, and believes that it can be 
brought about without imperiling the loyalty 
of Canada to Great Britain. He ridicules the 
annexation movement, and declares that, 
great as Canada is the times for forming It- 
self into an independent nation has not yet 
arrived. 

RUSSO-TURKISH ALLIANCE. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 15.—The Novosii pub- 
lishesan article to-day which is certain to 
cause considerable comment. The paper 
urges an alliance between Russia and Turkey, 
which have heretofore, to say the least, not 
been considered as the bestof friends. The 
Novosti declares that the Russo-Turkish war, 
resulting as it did in the liberation of the 
slaves, rendered an alliance between the two 
powers possible by removing ali pretext fora 


new coniiict. 
FOREIGN BRIEFS. 


There is good reason to believe that Baron 
Hirsch’s emigration scheme will shortly pass 
the Council of Ministers. It provides fora 
central committee on the emigration of Jews 
at St. Petersburg and fifty sub-committees in 
the provinces. 

The Czar has authorized the holding ofa 
congress on prehistoric anthropology in 
Moscow in 1592. 

The Chronicle's Rome correspondent says: 
The Italian Government will shortly open 
negotiations with France for a commercial 
convention. The Vatican has expressly for- 
bidden Catholic journals to attack the French 
Government. 

The Duke of Devonshire continues to linger 
between life and death. 

It is reported that Turkey and Greece are 
willing to open negotiations with the view of 
their joining the ZollVerein. 


ZOLLVEREIN TREATIES. 


DIFFICULTY ATTENDING THE SWISS AGREE- 
MENT—GERMAN NEWS. 

BERLIN, Dec. 15.—In the matter of Germa- 
ny’s treaty with Switzerland, which has 
been submitted tothe Reichstag, the nego- 
tiations have been extremely dificult. In- 
deed they threatened to prove fruitiess till 
the eleventh hour. The concessions obtained 
are not great ones. They affect only 293 arti- 
cles out of a considered list of 476 and the 
average reduction is 35 per cent on the basis 
of the prohibitive Swiss tariff of 1891, chiefly 
affecting textiles. These reduced duties 
are, however, higher than those Ger- 
many originally paid under the 
favored nation clause, Germany has granted 
Switzerland numerous redactions in addition 
to those she granted Austria. Several 
speakers participated in the debateon the 
second reading of the Zoliverein treaties.

Western Railway Telegraphers Go Out 
on a Strike. 


THE TROUBLE SPREADING AND OTHER 
SYSTEMS THREATENED. 


Cause and Status of the Difficulty—Tennes- 
see’s Standing Army—Steamers Tied- 
Up on Puget Sound—Convention of the 
Federation of Labor—President Gom- 
pers’ Address—The Working World. 


ALBUQUERQUE, N. M., Dec. 15.—There is not 
a train dispatcher or operator working on the 
Atlantic & Pacific from AlDuquerque to 
Mohave, Cal. The Grievance Committee 
failed, with Manager Gabel, to have their 
schedule of wages, rules and regulations, in 
which the expenses of the company would be 
about $700 per month more, accepted, and 
therefore notified all brotherhood men here 
in the Santa Fe employ, and ifthey are or- 
derea to work Atlantic & Pacific business 
they will refuse, be discharged andthen, in 
all probability, a general strike on the Santa 
Fe will be ordered. The conductors, en- 
gineers, firemen and brakemen were in ses- 
sion last night to decide which side to 
favor. 

TEXAS LINES ENDANGERED. 

Houston, Tex., Dec. 15.—It appears that 
there is trouble brewing here and elsewhere 


along the line on account of the discharge at 
Deming, N. M., of two operators who refused 
to handle Southern Pacific business over their 
wires. A telegram was received here yester- 
day notifying the men that all operators on 
the Atlantic & Pacific had quit work. Fears 
are entertained by the officials that the Texas 
operators may be drawn into the strike, 
ENCOURAGING THE OPERATORS. 

EL Pasv, Tex., Dec. 15.—District Organizer 
N. H. Kirsch of the Order of Railway 
Telegraphers arrived here and Grand Chief 
Ramsey trom Vinton, Io., will arrive to-day 
to begin negotiations for the reinstatement 
of the striking operators. Allthe different 
railway organizations of the Southern Pacific 
held a joint mass-meeting last night to dis- 
cuss the situation. The meeting was ad- 
dressed by N. H. Kirsch of the Order of the 
Rallway Telegraphers and a very large num- 
ber of striking operators were present. Dur- 
ing the discussion men of the different organ- 
izations spoxe in favor of assisting the oper- 
ators financially. Many of the men say that 
if the operators go outon the whole system 
they will goout also. The different train- 
men’s organizations will be convened during 
the week and will confer with the committee 
of the Order of Railway Telegraphers. From 
the sentiment ofthe traitnmen,if the oper- 
ators are ordered out, every indication points 
to a big strike on the whole system. 

SYMPATHIZERS DISCHARGED. 

DENVER, Colo., Dec. 15.— Because of their 
rerusal to go to El Paso, Tex., totake the 
places of striking telegraph operators, sev- 
eral Western Union men have been discharged 
here. Mr. Thomas Day,a well-known tele- 
graph man in -Denver, said to-day: ‘‘The 
straight of itis that these people were asked 
to take the places of men who refused to 
handle Southern Pacific business. Sev - 
eral months. ago that compan is- 
sued an order to the effect that all op- 
erators on its lines must make an affidavit 
saying they would not become or remain 
members of any organization of telegraphers. 
As nearly allofthem were brotherhood men 
they refused tocomply with the order and 
they are now ona strike. The El Paso men 
in the Western Union office were asked to 
handle the wires of the Southern Pacific,and, 
as they were in sympathy with the strikers, 
they refused and were fired. These Denver 
people were to take the place of the striking 
men, and, as they, too, are right in line, 
they refused to go. That ts the situation. 
What will be done by the rest of the operators 
in town Iam unable to say.’’ 

OFFICIALLY ORDERED OUT. 

SAN Francisco, Cal., Dec. 15.—Last night a 
letter was issued by Mr. Rumsey, acting Dep- 
uty Grand Chief of the Order of Railway 
Telegrapers, calling onthe members of the 
organization of the entire Southern Pacific 
system to leave their keys this morning. 

TENNESSEE’S ARMY. 


REGULARLY ENLISTED MEN TO GUARD THE 
CONVICT MINERS, 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 15.—Tennessee has 
a standing army. At present it consists of 
only sixteen men and is sleeping in nine 
tents, but it gives promise of growing. The 
army ts bivouacked on Capitol Hill to-night, 
waiting orders to march on Briceville. The 
army arrived here from Memphis yesterday 


under command of Gen. Keller Anderson, 
acting captain. It dispersed itself over the 
city during the morning, but late in the 
afternoon came together again and gathered 
at the Capitol. The State officiais are not 
very talkative, but it was learned that these 
sixteen men have been sworn into service 
for one year and that it is the intention to 
swear in altogether 150. It is impractiable to 
take the regular militia, as many of them 
could not leave their business. so these men 
will be employed. They will be regularly 
equipped as soldiers and fifty men placed at 
each of the branch prisons at Coal Creek, 
.Briceville and Oliver Springs. 

There will be, in addition, acivil guard of 
fifty men at each place. Although everyone 
knowing the facts declines to talk, it is 
thought, from these men being brought here, 
thatitis the intention to return the con- 
victs tothe branch prisons within the next 
few days. It is said that the matter rests en- 
tirely with the lessees. The State Board of 
Prison Insectors some time ago passed an 
order for the return of he convicts 
whenever the lessees shall have provided safe 
quarters and a sufficient guard. There was 
some trouble about who wasto pay for the 
guards, and as the State will have to furnish 
a nuamber of civil guards, it is thought that 
a compromise is made and that the State and 
lessees will each pay one-half of the ex- 
penses. Dr. Morrow, in an interview to- 
night, stated that the fessees were ready and 
had been fora week. They were only walt- 
ing for the return of Superintendent of 
Prisons Wade, who isin Washington. Dr. 
Morrow said the convicts would probably 
be taken back as soon as Mr. Wade returas. 


FEDERATION OF LABOR, 


ADDRESS OF PRESIDENT GOMPERS TO THE 
ANNNAL CONVENTION. 
BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Dec. 15.—Presiden 
Samuel Gompers read onthe opening of the 
convention his annual address, which wasa 


document of some length, reviewing with 
considerable detail the work of the past year. 
After congratulating those present 
he sail that he had, during the 
year, visited Pittsburg and made a formal 
demand on the machiniststo strike out the 
color line. It was refused, and a convention 
was called which resuited in the organiza- 
tion of the International Machinists’ Union 
of America. The Coopers’ International 
Union bas been organized, and national as- 
sociations have been established for the elec- 
trical workers, carriage and wagon-makers, 
garment makers, and teamsters and carriers. 

These and seven other national trade 
unions have joined the American Federation 
of Labor, anda convention will be held for 
the organization of the metal polishers and 
street railway employes. ‘

Toa greater or lesser degree the 
same evil prevails in all our States. The pol- 
icy of the State seems to be to provide work 
for the convict; the free men may be flung 
out of employment, pauperized and de- 
moralized, in too many instances beyond the 
hope of redemption, for the mere sake that a 
few palt dollars may be ‘saved’ to the 
State, that it and its corporate favorites may 
make fortunes at the expense and of the 
honor of the people. _ Vulture-like, the fallen 
and degraded are thelr prey. Under the con- 
stitutional provision giving Congress the 
right to regulate the commerce between the 
States, the labor of convicts could be pre- 
vented from being permitted to enter any 
other State. ’’ 

Mr. Gompers then took up the question of 
immigration, declared that every every line, 
even farmin was overcrowded in this 
country, an yet the titled and wealthy 
class in Europe is creating artificial famines 
and bolstering itself up by shipping its 
starving paupers to this country, and corpo- 
rations, in violation of the law, are signing 
written contracts with foreign workmen 
to come to America. Without aie resort to 
know-nothingism this, he said, could be 
stoppes and should be, 

The rest of the report deals principally with 
details connected with the order and are of 
no general interest. 

Little beyound routine work was done at 
the session of the American Federation of 
Labor this forenoon. The rules governing 
the last convention were adopted until the 
new €Ommittee on Rules could report. 
The /auditor’s annual report was read 
and accepted. The Committee on Credentials 
reported — on the credentials 
of Henry Krettlow, Portland, Ore., and An- 
thony Tope oft Dallas, Tex. 

O. A. Williams, ans permission of the 
convention, addressed the assembly with 
reference to the jov printers’ strike now on 
in Pittsburg.

RESULT OF THE CONFERENCE Of THE 
ADVISORY COUNCIL TO-DAY. 


Wot a Key Was Touched on the Atlantic & 
Pacific, and the Road Was Compelled 
to Suspend Business—Four Hundred 
Men Now Out onthe Southern Pacific— 
Acting Chief Ramsey Leaves St. Louis 
for the Scene of the Trouble To-Night. 


At10o0’clock this morning a conference of 
members: of the Advisory Council of Rallroad 
Men, called to consider the question of co- 
operating with and assisting the strike of 
railway telegraphers of the Atlantic & Pa- 
cific and Southern Pacific Unes, opened in 
yoom 98 of the Laclede Hotel. The important 
Nature of the conference was shown 
by the prominence of the del. 
egates who attended its opening session, 
mostof whom arrivedatthe Laclede this 
morning. A. DP. Thurston of Vinton, lIo., 
Grand Chief ofthe Order of Rallway Teleg- 

. raphers, whoarrivedin St. Louis last night, 
calledthe meeting to order. Hon. D. G. 
Ramsay, memberofthe Illinots Legislature 
from the East St. Louis district, and Assist- 
ant Grand Chief of the Telegraphers, was 
present, deferring his departure from the 
scene of the strike until to-night. E. E. 
Clark of Cédar Raplds,  Io., Grand 
Chief of the Order of Rail- 
way Conductors, was one of the 
morning’s arrivals and took part in the 
conference. C. C,. Crouse of the Neodesha 
(Kan.) Register, Grand Organizer of the Order 
of Railway Stationmen, also attended, and 
the other railway order representatives 
present were A.J. Applegate of Wichita, Kan,, 
PD. FE. Wilkinson of Galesburg, Ill, W. J. 
Brownson of Atchison, Kan., W. M. 
Mitchell of Newton, Kan. and P. H. Morrissey 
of Galesburg, Il. 

Lhere also registered at the Laclede to-day 
Hi. G. Clark, Division Supérintendent of the 
Missourt! Pacific road who met the delegates 
mentioned above, but did not, as a matter 
of course, take part in the conference in 
room vs, 
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AN EXECUTIVE SESSION. 

The meeting was an executive sesson,but 
Grand Chief Thurston and Assistant Grand 
Chief Ramsey of the Order of Ralilroad Teleg- 
rapher were seen by a Post-DISPATCH 
reporter before the session opened and 
discussed the situation. Chief Thurston 
gztated that they had re- 
ceived telegrams from Albuquerque, N. M., 
and other, points on the Atiantic & Pacific 
and Southern Pacific lines this morning, fol- 
lowing the notification yesterday that the 
strike was on, and that everything was quiet, 
with no new developments, The exact 
Nature of the telegrams woull not be de- 
Vulged, as they had not yet been submitted 
to the Advisory Council. Mr. Thurston 
Ri : stated that there was no prospect of the 
Ee q strike spreading beyond the lines, where it is 
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now in existence. 
‘*We do not expect the strike to last 
longer than five or six days at the utmost,’’ 
esald. *‘Ourmenare inthe right, and our 
Organization on those lines now inclu‘es all 
the railway telegraphers available for that 
Service, so that there is no way of filling the 
places oithe strikers. Our strength on those 
two lines amounts to about six hundred men, 
and they are backed by; the full strength of 
the order and the ‘sympathy of the 
other railway orders as well as of 
the Western Union telegraphers, some 
whom are now on a strike at El Paso, Tex., 
refusing to work with ‘scab’ operators. The 
object of the conference to-day is simply to 
lay the facts inthe existing difficuity before 
the representatives of other railway erders, 
and to confer with them as to the proper 
course to pursue. There is noespecial marked 
action to be taken beyond, probably, 
our being assured that the brother- 
orders are with usinthe strike. That there 
Will be any necessity for decisive action on 
our part [do not believe will be the case. I 
think we are sure of winning the fight ea@sily 
and quickly and once for all establish the 
injustice of the orders issued on those lines, 
forbidding their operatives joining the Order 
of Rallway Teleyvraphers.’’ 
OTHER DELEGATES SEEN, 

Acting Grand Chief Ramsey of the Tel- 
egraphers’ arrived atrifie late at the meet- 
ing, and found several telegrams awaiting 
his attention. 

‘*L will be able totalk more fully after the 
conference is over,’’ he said toa Post-Drs- 
PATCH reporter, ‘‘butin the meantime every- 
thing is going smoothly as far as the strike is 
concerned, and we are notat all uneasy as 
to the outlook.’’ . 

Grand Organizer ©. C. Crouse of the Order 
of Railway Stationmen said that all the dele-

Every delegate at the meeting of the Ad- 
visory Council to-day favored federation, and 
the resolution declaring the basis upon 
which it would be secured did not receive a 
The only amending action 
taken was to callthe Feb. 1 meeting for its 
final adoption, and to provide for the 
issuing of the explanatory circular. The 
majority present at to-day’s meeting by their 
action on the resolution and amendment 
practically made federation a foregone con- 
clusion. Thejdetails of the action of the 
meeting, held behind closed doors,are signifi- 
cant. It now follows. 

THE SECRET MEETING. 

That something more important than the 
telegraphers’ strike caused the confer ence of 
the advising counselin Room 98 of the La- 
clede this morning was apparent from the 
start. The character of the delegates 
present alone indicated that fact. Everyone 
ofthe railway orders was represented by 
grand officers of the Brotherhood of Loco- 


motive Firemen, anu it was under- 
stood that friendly assurances of s6ym- 
pathy with the objects of the meeting 


had been received from the grand officers of 
that order. Those present,representing all the 
other orders, were Grand Chief Conductor 
be EK.

The secret meeting plunged at once into 
ciscussion of the great object, which was its 
cause, and for three hours nothing 
else was considered. Grand Chief 
Clark of the Conductors presided and 
A. J. Applegate acted as secretary. A reso- 
lution was offered declaring in favor of a gen- 
eral federation of all the railroad orders, 
and providing forthe eligibility and admis- 


Mor- 
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sion of such other railway orders 
as might hereafter wish to come in. 
The resolution was well received, 
but at the last moment it 
was suggested that as the Broth- 


erhood of Firemen was not Tepresented it 
would be best not to take final action, but to 
indorse the® plan of federation and issue a 
call for a grand meeting at which it could be 
formally agreed upon and ratified. Grand 
Chief Clark of the Conductors’ was 
among the speakers and stated that while he 
believed the various orders would 
support one another without federation, still 
his order would enter the federation as 
heartily asc any of the others. All the 
other speeches were unqualifiedly in favor of 
the plan of federation proposed in 
the resolution, which provided for 
a practical centralization of the power of 
the great railway orders of the United States. 
FEDERATION AGREED UPON. 


Finally it was decided that the resent 
meeting pronounce. in favor oO fed- 
eration and take further action 
as follows: A committee of 


three, consisting of Messrs. P, H. Morrissey, 
W.M. Mitchell, A.D. Thurston was appointed, 
with instructions to draw upa circular de- 


tailing the action taken at to-day’s 
meeting and giving the details of the 
plan of federation indorsed by the 


Advisory Council of Railway Men now itn ses- 
Sion. This circular is to be sent out at once 
to the grand officers of all the railway orders, 
and it closes with a call for a meet- 
ing of those grand officers to be 
held in St. Louls on Feb. 1 next. The orders 
to which the committee wiil address itself 
are the Engineers, Firemen, Oonductors, 
Trainmen, Switchmen, Telegraph Operators 
and Stationmen. , 
The full meaning of to-day’s action may be 
conveyed by stating the fact that federation 
was to-day indorsed by seven of the eight 
great orders named above, and that the 
eighth,the Firemen,has not yet expressed Its 
views, not having a representative present, 
Itis also stated to favor federation. This 
means that the favorable action of Feb. 1 
will be unanimous. 

At 1:30 oclock the secret meeting in froom 
98 adjourned until 4 o’clock this afternoon. 
The delegates would not give out any intelll- 
gence of the action taken, and avoided 
newspaper men _ steadily. The Advisory 
Council hopes to finish its labors by to-night. 
The above report of its action to-day is of- 
ficial. The notice for the ‘‘Federation meet- 
ing’’ on Feb. 1 will be sent out at once.

MORNING AND EVENING. 


In abandoning its evening edition »which 
it has tried for a year, the Kansas City 
Times endeavors to excuse its failure and 
bolster itself in the public estimation by 
remarking: 

Every newspaper reader would rather take 
a morning than an evening paper. There ts 
no method by which an evening paper can 
furnish a news report as full and fresh as 
that of a good morning paper. 

The only difference in favor of the evening 
paper is that the cost of news service and 
publication is less and the price Is generally 
low. 

We take exception tosthe statement of 


our esteemed morning contemporary on 
the Kaw. It embodies an érroneous conclu- 
sion derived from an unwarrantable gen- 
eralization of insufficient and misleading 
data. We would not challenge the asser- 
tion of the Timesif it were properly ap- 
plied to the evening edition of a morning 
newspaper, such as the Times’ unfortunate 
experiment in evening journalism was, but 
asregards a genuine evening newspaper 
we are compelled to deny it point blank 
and the facts bear out the denial. 

The only fact in this case worth noting 
is that the evening edition of the Times 
failed in a city where evening journalism 
has scored aremarkable success. The only 
conclusion to be derived from it is that this 
evening edition of the Times was not ac- 
ceptable to the Kansas City public. 
Whether this failure was due to misman- 
agemeng or to the fact that the limived 
field was already fully occupied by other 
and better newspapers, or that the Evening 
Times was a neglected side issue of the 
Morning Times, we decline to discuss. 
We do not believe that there is a demand 
anywhere for an evening paper which is 
run as a waste basket, grab-bag and ad- 
vertising dodger foramorning paper. To 
show how fallacious is the reasoning of the 
Times as to evening papers in general, it 
must be said that despite stronger compe- 
tition than the Evening Times afforded 
there is a most successful evening paper in 
Kansas City having a larger circulation 
and probably making more money than 
any other paper there. In this connection 
itis not amiss to note that the proprietor 
of the Evening Star has always held pos- 
session of his paper and is one of the 
wealthiest men in Kansas City, whereas 
the Morning Times was recently put in the 
hands of a receiver and its proprietor was 
dispossessed by his creditors.

Mr. Harrison would be described by a 
naturalist not as a survival, like the Bour- 
bons of either party, but as a recurrence to 
an extincttype. His great-grandfather, the 
Virginia patriot, would have recognized him 
at once as a Federalist, and would have de- 
nounced him accordingly. The elder Benja- 
min Harrison was one of those who opposed 
the ratification ofthe Constitution as dan- 
gerous to popular rights, and was only 
reconciled by the assurance of Madison, 
coupled with the promise of the original 
amendments, that it would not admit of the 
kind of government that the great-grandson 
thinks desirable. 

The curious thing about Mr. Harrison ts 
the apparent unconsciousness of his Federal- 
ism. It does not appear to be the result of 
reasoning, but rather of an inherent distrust 
of the people. He has precisely the bellef of 
the old Federalists, that the safety of the 
nation requires the concentration of power 
in the fewest posible hands and the narrow- 
est restrictions upon the action of the people. 
He entirely distrusts all State governments, 
assuming that they are necessarily inefficient 
or corrupt, because they are close to the 
people themselves, and the one remedy he 


has to propose for all evils, political or 
social, real or imaginary, is Federal regula- 
tion.

Echool Books in Catholic Schools. 


To the Editor of the .-ost- Dispatch: ‘ 

At the annual meeting of the St. Vincent de 
Paul Society, held at St. Lawrence O’Toole’s 
School Hall, the subject of school books in 
the parochial schools was brought up. It 
was conceded that something must be done 
to change the present state of affairsin the 
parish schools in reference to school books. 
No two Catholic schools in the oyty (except- 


ing the German) use the same text books, so 
that when pom families move from one par- 
ish to another they are put tothe unnecessary 
expense of buying a new set of books. Even 
in the same schoolin some parishes the boys 
use a different set of books from the girls, 
so that a boy on being promoted can not turn 
over his Dooks to his younger sister. 

Not only does this lack of a uniform system 
of books in the Catholic schools entail an un- 
necessary expense open poor families, who 
are the ones that teel it most because they 
move the most, but it also has its effect 
upon the prices of the boOKs used, as will be 
seen from the following comparison of prices 
paid for books inthe public schools and in 
the Catholic schools:

The above figures speak for themselves. 
This state of affairs is altogether unnecessary 
and uncalled for, and is due tothe neglect of 
tne proper authorities totake the matter in 
hand and orderthata uniform system be 
adopted. Competition will lower the price, 
and the books used in the Catholic schools 
wil be amet as cheap as those used in the 
public schools. 

One of the causes of the difference in text 
books used lies.in the fact that in some of the 
parish schools the boys are taught by the 
Christian Brothers, while the girls are 
taught by the sisters.’ 

The Order of the Christian Brothers print 
their own text books and where they teach 
they will use no other. The brothers sell 
their books themselves and the profit that 
is made goes to them. The sisters will not 
use the books sold by the Christian 
Brothers. This places the parish priest 
in a dilemma and the matter is allowed to go 
by default. 

As was stated at the meeting last nicht, 
the person to remedy this state of affairs is 
the Archbishop. Thereis a feeling that he 
will hesitate to interfere as it will 
bring about a row between the different re- 
ligious orders. He will naturally desire to 
postpone the row that will surely follow as 
long as possible, and may probably suggest 
that this work be left to bis successor. 
Would it not bea good work for your med 
to bring about ee a decided public opinion 
on this matter that would compel a complete 
change in the near future? The State ore 
lature has recently passeda law compelling 
all public schools in the State to usea uni- 
form system of books, and fixed the prices of 
the books. Only the Catholic schools are be- 
hind the times inthis matter. Will you not 
lend your valuabie aid to bring about a 
change?

HE SAYS MOST OF THEM WOULD &SQUAN- 
DER THEIR ADVANCE PAY. 


The Iron Mountain Pounces on a Street 
With a Track as Soon as It Is Graded 
by Superintendent Lohrum—Delegats 
Egan Uncovers Another Railway 
Scheme. 


Treasurer M. J. Forestel says he will pay 
the city employes their December salaries in 
time forthemto buy Christmas presents if 
the heads of the departments will certify to 
the pay rolisof the month. The treasurer 
lays Official stress upon the opinion of Comp- 
troller John D. Stevenson, whose stand upon 
thequestion he says will determine his action. 

Comptroller Stevenson was seen to-day by 
& reporter and asked if he would 
certify the pay rolls of his department. Fora 
minute the Comptroller’s thoughts struggled 
so flercely for utterance that he couldn’t ex- 
press one ofthem, and when he didtalk it 
was like a freshet from the mountains. 
‘Of course I won’t certify them,’’ he 
said, and then the oaths began to come. 
‘*‘Why should L rtify that work has been 
done when it has not? Most of the men 
working for the city can do very well without 
getting their pay in advance. Their wives and 
families know when pay day comés, and 
make ali their arrangements accordingly. In 
most cases their sole dependence is on the 
salaries of their husbands. If we have these 
pay days in advance these men draw 
their salaries without the knowledge of their 
wives and go off and squander them. Re- 
sult, misery and remorse after Christmas. 
No, sir, I won’t certify those 
pay-rolls in advance. It may be 
said that it is none of our business how the 
clerks spend their money, but I think it is. 
I’m going to make it mine this time, anyway. ,. 
Those young fellows who want to get money 
to have a good time with can spout their 
their salaries as usual. There’s a man down 
town who does that sort of thing, and he’s 
doing business at the old stand and on the 
same terms, I believe.’’ 


A Railway’s Bold Move. 
Some time ago Supt. John C., 7Shrum was 
told by Commissioner Murphy to grade Main 
street between Osage and Gusconude, so the 


quarrymen in South Sst. Louis could 
get up tothe business part ofthecity. Supt. 
Lohrum, himself, was one of the quarrymen 
it was intended to benefit, and the commuis- 
sioner thought he would take uncommon pains 
with the work. When it was finished 
the superintendent sent the Work-house 
gang that had been doing the work some- 
where else and took Commissioner Murphy 
down to look at the street. 


‘*‘Very well done,’’ said the Com- 
missioner, ‘*but what’s this track doing 
here?’’ 


Supt. Lohrun looked annoyed. The track 
had been laid by the lron Mountain Rail- 
road squarely across the street to 
connect with a switch. The 
Commissioner added thetrack tothe Ist he 
was getting up forthe Municipal Assembly, 


and the Superintendent brought out his 
Work-house force again and began’ to 
grade another road a little to the 


west of Main street. He finished that yester- 
day. This morning he came tothe Clty Hall 
with his round face drawn up into wrinkles 
of perplexity. ‘‘What’sthe matter?’’ asked 
Commissioner Murphy. 

**Those fellows sent out men last night and 
extended that switch across my new road,’’ 
said the Superintendent. 

**Well,’’ exclaimed the Commissioner, 
‘*‘what are you doing down there to let the 
railroad run over you like that’?’’ Then he 
went to the telephone and asked Chief of Po- 
lice Harrigan to get the police to investi- 

ate the tracklaying and stop it if 
1e could. The message did not console Supt. 
Lohrum intheleast. ‘*‘Two policemen can’t 
do anything with those railroad fellows,’’ 
said he. ‘‘It would takea squad. They’ve 
got their track down now, and they will keep 
it there.’’ 


The Bogus Coal Ticket Cheat. 
Register Joseph Wherry says thatthe peo- 
ple are being swindled ;by bogus coal tickets 
more generally thanis believed. ‘‘A friend 
of mine,’’ says the Register, ‘‘happened to 
be at home at an unusual hour the other day, 


and while he was there a coal wagon came 
and began tounload itscoal. His wife was 
about to sign the ticket when she found 
she had no pencil and handed it to 
him. He was writing his name mechanically 
when something odd in the appearance of 
the ticket struck him, and looking atit more 
carefully, he saw it was bogus, and 
rushing out he nmfade the man - stop 
unloading. ‘Then he went with him toa piace 
where there were public scales and weighed 
the coa!. It was 600 pounds short. 

‘*Another acquaintance of mine came to 
me witha similarstory. ‘Did you Keep the 
ticket?’ Iasked. He had not, and there was 
nothing I couid do. 

‘*It is not exactly in the line of my duty to 
prosecute swindlers of this kind,’’ said the 
Register, ‘‘but 1 will see that it is done 
if the people who are cheated will 
use common sense and make the case for me. 
Honest dealers use city tickets for the 
weight. These have on them my nameand the 
Comptrolier’s. Ifa man gets a bogus ticket, 
he should keep itand bringitto me. Other- 
wise I have no proof that 1 can lay before the 
police.’’ 


Will Help Treasurer Foerstel. 


Street Commissioner M. J. Murphy says he 
will take the stand before the Council that 
the bill for the improvement of the Clayton 
road isa good one, and ought to be passed. 
‘*The road is a main thoroughfare used gen- 


erally by farmers bringing in their produce,’’ 
said the Commissioner, ‘‘and it ought to be 
improved for their benefit. It is the policy 
of the city to betterthe highways which ac- 
commodate outsiders and assess the property 
owners as little as possible for it.’’ 

Delegate Henry Alt and Delegate James P. 
Eagan had a long talk at the City Hall to-day, 
and went over the list of delegates. to 
see if they could muster enough votes to have 
the bill reconsidered Friday night. ‘‘My 

rincipal argument against the Dill,’’ said 

Jelegate Alt, ‘‘is that the Clayton road is 

how in a better condition than they will 
leave it, after they have taken this money 
from the city to improve it.’’ 

‘*That isn’t my principal reason for oppos- 
ing it,’’ said Delegate Eagan. ‘*The scheme 
is to put the road in such a condition that 
the Missouri Railroad Co. can lay tracks on tt 
out to Forest Park. That’s theidea. The 
road already has a franchise to use the road 
for its right-of-way, and it doesn’t want to 
improve the street itself,’’

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- HARD LANGUAGE TO TELEPHONE. 


Why It Is Difficult to Transmit English 
Over the Wires. 
From the Chicago Mail. 


Is the English language less adapted to tele, 
phone communication than others? Such a 
question is somewhat interesting just now in 
view of the fact thata Boston inventor claims 
to be able totelephone from this country to 
Europe over an ordinary cable. Officials of 
the cable companies take little stock in this 
theory, however, and bring forth many rea- 
sons for their belief that it is not practicable, 
besides the fact that the English language is 
a a one to transmit over a telephone 
wire. 

A gentieman who has been in the telephone 
business for pass and who holds an im < 
ant position in the local service in New York, 
saidtoa reporter recently that one reason 
why Englishisa bad telephone language is 
that it aboundsin hissing sounds which are 
very difficult to transmit over the wire, 
Words like ‘‘say,’’ ‘‘see,’’ ‘‘spoke,’’ ‘‘sing,’’ 
etc., are very hard to transmit, and so are 
words containing the letter ‘‘c’’ sounded 
Even the most expert operators, it is 
said, find & difficult sometimes to understand 
such words as ‘‘recelve,’’ ‘‘reciprocity,’’ 


etc, 

Another reason given is that the English 
language contains a greater number of 
words of more than two syllables, some 
words in ordinary use being much longer 
than is the case In other languages, and that 
this interferes with their being readily un- 
derstood by the person at the other end of 
the wire. 

**What Is the easiest language for telephon- 
ing?’’ was asked of one of the superintend- 
ents of the telephone ge fe 

**Chinese is the ideal telephoning lan- 
guage, **? was the reply. It is principally mon- 
osyllabic for one thing, and is made up of 
simply rising and falling inflections, so that 
itis much easierto transmit than any other 
language I know German is not as bad a 
language for telephoning as might be thought 
by persons who are not familiar with it. 
French Is not bad, but it is almest as sibilant 
as English. and the French spoken in Canada 
is more so.’’ 

According to one gentleman, whois well 
versed in telephoning, many people fail to 
make themselves understood over the wire 
because they do not understand that in order 
tc obtain the best possible results a change 
from the ordinary tone of voice is required. 
A high falsetto ig the best possible voice for 
telephoning and can be plainly understood, 
even ata great distance. That is one reason 
why young women are employed as operators 
in the telephone exchanges, thelr ‘voices 
ranging naturally higher than aman’s. A 
bass voice is about the worst that can be used 
atthe ’phone, as the words and syllables 
jumble up together into one continuous 
growl,

THE TWO MAHDIS. 


The Soudanese Mahdi,who soeasily crushed 
the Egyptain army of Hicks Pasha, and 
overwhelmed Gordon at 
dead. Itis reported by Arabs that he was 
poisoned by a woman whose enmity he in- 
curred. He was a leader of great renown 
and before his death had made himself mas- 
ter of 2,000,000 squares miles of African terri- 
tory. 

He was succeeded by a Baggara Arab, 
whose authority is now supreme 
Egyptian Soudan. Signs are multiplying, 
however, that his reign js coming to an end. 
The people are weary of his misrule and tyr- 
anny and would gladly welcome any settled 


government. 

He is a despot of the worst Orien- 
tal type. His most trusted followers 
were employed in finding out all 


the g°od looking women in the prov- 
ince. Whenever the Khalifa hears of one her 
husband is secretly advised to divorce her 
and she is at once brought to theruler’s 
harem. If the husband objects he is exe- 
cuted. No man {Is allowed to look on the Kha- 
lifa’s face. Anyone granted an interview ap- 
proaches on all fours, and when the holy 
mab mounts the pulpit in the great mosque 
the congregatfon must bend their heads and 
keep their eyes fixed on the ground. Re- 
cently he is sald to have received divine in- 
structions to nominate his brother, Yakub, 
as his successor, Yekub, at present com- 
mander-in-calief of the army, is descrided .as 
a short man, pitted with small-pox, not 


much of a warrior, but celebrated for cun- 
ning. 

This Baggara Mahdi is monarch of the 
Egyptian soudan. But it. must not be for- 


gotten that there isa mightier mahdi inthe 
Sahara or Central Soudan. This is the fam- 
ous El Sensousi, whose power it was once 
feared wouid be established over all Upper 
Egypt. El Sensousi about 40 years of age 
and is said to be a very affable and intelligent 
man. Heisa veritable velled prophet, for 
he aiways wearsacloud of fine muslin over 
his head, and his followers never gaze upon 
his features. He preaches that the Mahdi of 
Khartoum is a terrible impostorand that Mo- 
hammedanism as practisedin Turkey and 
most Oriental countries is far from the true 
faith that Mohammed taught. He claims to 
have restored the religion of Islam toits 
original purity and to bethe Mahd!l whose 
mission it is to redeem the world, whose ap- 
pearance has so long been looked forward to 
by the Sunni sect of Mohammedans. His in- 
fluence has extended nearly as far south in 
Africa as the Zambesti. 

The most recent intelligence from Khar- 
toum shows that the once famous city at the 
confluence of the White and Blue Niles has lost 
much of its greatness as a military post; that 
it is almost a defenseless ruin. Thearmy of 
Arabs that overwhelmed Hicks and Gordon 
has been decimated by disease, 
and weakened by detachments ¢ being 
sent to guard against the hostile movements 
of El Lensouk. 

TO RESCUE GORDON. 

The fact is now recalled that in October of 
the present year two Americans, J. J. Coyle 
and P. ©. Johnson, left Cairo with the 
avowed intention of pushing up the Nile to 
Khartoum, and attempt the regcue ot Gor- 
don, whom they believed to be still alive. 
They each had traveled much in Africa 
and anticipated little difficulty in reaching 
this objective point. Their belief that Gor- 
don was not dead was based on information 
received from Arabs, and the statement a 
French priest in Cairo whoclaimed to have 
been held a prisoner at Khartoum and es- 
caped by the help of friendly dervishes. 

In considering the possibility of Gordon 
still living, a captive of the Mahdi, the latest 
intelligence from Emin Pasha Is interesting. 
The last definite news from the man whom 
Stanley rescued against his wish, came on 
May islast. Then he was at the southern 
end of Albert Edward Lake, Since 
then the forests of Africa have 
hid him from the world. He was 
reported to have 500 men in his command and 
was preparing to march to Khartoum and 
once for ali definitely ascertain the fate that 
befel his old friend and leader, Chinese 
Gordon. 

This would be a fitting climax to Emin’s 
many achievements in the Dark Continent. 

THE LAST STRUGGLE. 

Whether he be dead or alive, Gordon’s last 
campaign will always possessa thrilling in- 
terest. Starting from London on twenty-four 
hours’ notice, he procecded to Egypt, and 
with a single companion rode on camel-back 
through the._worst part of the desert, arriv- 
ing at Khartoum when it was about to sur- 
render. 

He quickly organized the Egyptian forces 
and held the city. More than this, however. 
he was unable to do, all his outlying ports 
were captured, and he and his garrison were 
soon isolated In Khartoum. A suggestion 
from the British War Office that he should 
make his escape was scornfully rejected, 
Gordon refusing to abandon his troops to 
butchery. The expeditionary force under 
Lord Wolseley wus then organized and sent 
to the relief of Khartoum. 

After many desperate engagements and 
Narrowly escaping annihilation the British 
troops reached the Nile near Khartoum. On 
the approach of Lord Wolseley the Arabs 
made an assault, and aidea by treachery 
within the walls stormed the city. Gordon

Fifteen Miles of Buildings to Six 
Miles of New Streets. 


FIGURES SHOWING THE INCREASE IN 
BUSINESS HOUSES AND HOMES. 


The New Houses Erected in 8t. Louis 
This Year, if Placed in a Straight 
Line, Would Extend Thirty Miles— 
Street Improvements Not Up With 
the City’s Growth. 


To demonstrate the fact that building im- 
provements during the present year embrace 
a greater lineal frontage than the _ entire 
length of streets newly improved within that 
period, it has been ascertained from the 
Street Departmentthat on April, 1890, the 
city had 1,805,112 feet of fully improved 
Streets, and 1,834,589 feet on April, 1891. This 
shows an increase of 31,477 feet of improved 
streets between the periods named. 

The reports not having been made up for 
the current year, the exact figures indicat- 
ing the extension of improved streets from 
the ist of January to Dec. 1, 1891, could not 
be obtained, but there is no probability that 
the gain will fall short of the previous year’s 
record, which shows for that period an addi- 
tion, as stated, of 31,477 feet to the streets 
that were previously made. 

From this it isapparent that nine months 


of the present year are not embraced in the 

gures given. Now considering that the 
city has been making more miles of fully im- 
proved streets every year than it did during 
each corresponding lapse of timeinits mu- 
nicipal career, itis within the bounds of 'rea- 
sonto say that the addition to improved 
streets from Jan. 1, 1891, to Dec. 1, 1891. will 
be nolessthan it was for the year ending 
April 1, 1891. 

In a mile the distance is equal to eight fur- 
longs, 320 yards, or 5,280 feet. 

Assuming that the city has made 31,477 feet 
ofnew fully improved streets since Jan. 1, 
the equivalent would bea fraction less than 
an addition of six miles tothis class of pub- 
lic improvements since the first of the year. 


In these columns, a few days 
since it was stated, on the basis 
of a critical examination of the 


building permits, that the actual frontage of 


buildings erected in this city from Jan. 1 to 
Dec. 1, 1891, is 157,485 feet. 
The magnitude of this vast building 


progress will be comprehended more clearly 
on reflection that such a line of improve- 
ments is equal toa continuous row of build- 
ings nearly thirty miles long, sufficient to 
fully occupy both sides of a street reaching 
allthe way out from the Custom-house to 
beyond Kirkwood, 

Thisis no idle speculation or filmsy esti- 
mate of the situation; official figures in the 
Street Departmentand inthe Building Com- 
missioner’s office support the conclusion. 

According to actual count there have been 
4,125 bullding permits issued from Jan. 1 to 
Dec. 1, 1891, and, as every one knows who 
entertains any knowledge whatever upon 
the subject thatas many as twenty houses 
may be and sometimes are erected in this 
city under one general permit, it 
would be a very low estimate to say 4,750 
houses have been erected during the eleven 
months ending Dec. 1. Putting the average 
frontage occupled by these 4,750 houses at 33 
feeteach—a most conservative assumption 
for acity built with wide space between 
dwellings as ip St. Louls, the deduction is a 
row of bulldings practically thirty miles 
long, ortwo building fronts, thatis houses 
on both sides of a street, fora distance of 
78,742 feet, equaltoan avenue of new build- 


ings fifteen miles long. 
To further lllustrate this magni-

Estes and McFall Indorse the Bar As- 
sociation’s Action. 


THEY BELIEVE THE LAWYERS SHOULD 
CHOOSE THE JUDGES. 


Mayor Noonan Disagrees With Them—He 
Says That for the Parties to Follow 
the Plans of the Bar Would Be Inter- 
fering With the Prerogatives of the 
People. 


The action of the Judiciary Committee of 
the St. Louls Bar Association last night has 
brought into the fleld of local politics a new 
element which will take a large but experit- 
mental part in the next campaign.

NOONAN DISAPPROVES. 

Mayor Noonan has opinions on the subject 
of judicial nominations which differ 
materially from those of the chairmen of the 
City Council committees and those of the 
lawyers and judges in general. He views the 
matter from the standpoint of the convention 
and the political. He satd this morning: 

‘*I think it isa bad plan in the first place, 
and will accomplish no results in the second. 
I do not believe in letting any class have con- 
trol. The convention is of the people and 
they must choose, and nociassof men, be 
they doctors or lawyers, have any right to 
dictate. The plan they have in mind usurps 
the prerogatives of the people and contracts 
the powers of the convention. Ido not ap- 

rove ofthe idea. My idea isto have the 

udicial nominations made at a separate con- 
vention held for that purpose alone and left 
to the voters. Have the committees call 
separate primaries for a judicial convention 
and have the party nomination made in that 
way, sO that they shall represent the whole 
party and not a limited classof men, I did 
once with the assistance of one or two 
others succeed in having the State Judges 
chosen in a separate convention, and that Is 
what should be done.’’ Mayor Noonan was 
under the impression at first that the selec- 
tion would be confined to the Bar Association 
alone and not be extended toall members of 
the bar practicing in the Oircuit Courts, but 
when he learned that all lawyers would have 
a voice in the matter he was still of the opin- 
ion that they should not be the ones to decide 
who should or should not preside in the 
courts where they practiced.

** Mr, Walker has not resigned 
and I have not heard that he intended to do 
so. So far as his candidacy for Attorney- 
General is concerned I have never heard him 
say he intended to maketherace. When we 
do meet we will hear what the Committee on 
Democratic Clubs has to report.’’

MINING CONVENTION. 


Opening Exercises of the Interstate Meet- 
ing at Springfield. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Dec. 15.—The Interstate 

Mining Convention met here this morning at 


9 o’clock in the Parce Building on 
Commercial street. President Campbell 
called the convention to order, and on 


motion was elected temporary chairman. 
Mayor Parce delivered anaddress of wel- 
come,inwhich he spoke briefly ‘of the sev- 
eral resources of Southwést Missouri, North- 
ern Arkansas andthe Indian Territory. Re- 


sponses were delivered by a number ofthe 
delegates from abroad, The work of perma- 
nent organization, appointment of commit- 
tees, etc., will be takenup at the afternoon 
session at2 o’clock, Assistant State Geologist, 
Frank L. Wason, will deliver an address 
on iron deposits, followed by J. i. Holllt- 
bough of Joplin on ‘‘The Relation of Geo 
logical Surveys to Practical Mining.’’ I. A. 
Hammond of this city, Frank Triplett of st. 
Louls, Jesse Roote Mansfleld and Prof. Potter 
of st. Louls will speak on the same subject. 
A report on Missourt onyx will be made by F., 
L. Haimilton, W. Q. Seawell, J. W. Williams 
and Prof. E. M. Shepard of Drury College. 

A large force has been busy for severaldays 
— arranging the display, which 
s even more complete than was 
anticipated. The counties represented 
for Missouri are: Green, Lawrence, 
Christian, Barry, Taney, Douglas, Laciede, 
Wright, Webster, Dade, Camden, Cedar, 
Hickory, Howell, Newton, Oregon, Iron and 
Shannon; Arkansas, Lawrence, Boone, 
Marion, Newton, Searcy, Sharp and Fulton; 
Indian Territory, the Peorla mines. 

Some of the displays are very attractive and 
the artistic arrangement is especially taste- 
ful. The Pearson Creek mines have a fine 
display of Jack, which is quite a surprise to 
many visitors from abroad. Howell County 
has arrayed its display of onyx, zinc, clays 
and iron ore in a showcase, which adds to its 


attractions. Black Rock, in Lawrence 
County, Ark., has some fine 
specimens of zine ore on 


display, one slab weighing over threeun- 
dred pounds. Its exhibit is the sensation of 
the convention, andthe fact that these rich 
mines are located within five miles of trans- 
portation is something before unheard of in 
mining circles.

Dec, 15.—Senator 
Plumb’s resolution looking to the removal of 
Gen. Grant’s body to Arlington cannot have 
any effect except to revive interest in the 
Grant monument tfund. The reinterment can 
be accomplished only with Mrs. Grant’s con- 
sent and this she refuses to give. On this ac- 
count Congress will probably not pass the 
resolution, os it cannot do so without wound- 
ing the feelings of the dead General’s widow, 

Senator Plumb’s action has revived a plan 
favored by many Grand Army and Le yal 
Legion men toestablish a national memor- 
jal at. Arlington in the form of a sacred 
edifice to contain inscriptions and where pos- 
Siblethe bones of Gead heroes and states- 
men. Butitissafe tosay thatthts wil] not 
contain the remains of either Grant or sher- 
man. The latter will not be moved from his 
present resting place in St, lLouls. The 
prospect is that in accordance with Gen. 
Grant's wishes Mrs. Grant will be laid at his 
side, and if she persists in her veto the hero 
will never be moved from the hoped-for 
mausoleum on the Hudson.

STAMP CLEW. 


A Boy’s Hobby the Means of Establishing 
the Point Where the Package of Poison- 
ous Fluid Was Mailed—Young Mrs.

DENVER, Colo,, Dec. 15.—When tne trial of 
Dr. F. Thatcher Graves for the poisoning of 
Mrs. Josephine Barnaby of Providence, R, I..

Previous to this 
Ne received a telegram from Mrs. Conrad 
asking him to wire her twice a day, how her 
mother was getting along. Mrs. Conrad 
telegraphed after she was notified of her : 
mother’s death that she must see Worrell 
before the body was embalmed. 

When cross-examined by Judge Macon he 
said he knew Mrs. Barnaby about ten years 
before he came here, He met her in Chester, 
Pa., where she was visiting his mother. He 
heard of her, but never saw her before tnis 
time.

Lest justice should not be done in Unfon- 
town,where popular feeling ran high in favor 
of the young prisoner, Nutt’s trial was held 
in Pittsburg before Judge Stoweanda jury 
ofmen who did not know either ‘the slayer 
or the slain, and who had no prejudices. 

When the whole case had been laid before 
them ina careful trial, which lasted many 
days, they returned this verdict on Jan. 22, 
1884: ‘*Not guilty, on&ccount of insanity at 
the time the act was committed.’’ 

The news ofthe verdict was received with 
greatrejoicing at Uniontown. The news- 
paper press of the whole country, with few 
exceptions, approved it on the ground thata 
miscarriage of justice had occurred at 
Dukes’ trial, and thatthe offense of James 
Nutt was a natural sequel to the original 
error. 

When James was free he did not go back 
to live in Uniontown, but went West, He ts 
now farmingin Kansas. And with Miss Liz- 
zie Nuit happily wedded, ‘‘All’s well that 
ends weill.’’

Important Bulletin in Regard to Wheat | 
and Corn. 
. = 


THE OUTLOOK FOR THE WINTER WHEAT 
CROP UNFAVORABLE. 


The Corn Crop far Above the Average | 
in Quantity, but the Price Considera- | 
bly Lower Than Last Year—Winter 
Wheat Not in Good Condition Owing to 
Drouth—Increase in Acreage. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Dec. 15.—The bulletin ts- 
sued by the Secretary ofthe State Board of 
Agriculture in reference to the corn crop and | 
the growing crop of winter wheat will be | 
read with great interest by all farmers. The | 
pulletin is issued in advance of the regular | 
report on account of the great de. | 
mand for such a document to | 
meet the demand on the department 
from every portion of the State for informa. 
tion as to the yield and quality of the corn 
crop and the acreage and condition of the 
wheat seeded for harvest next summer. 
In the Northern Divisigh the average yleld 
per acre ts 38 bushels, as compared with 2% 
bushels for last year, an increase of 50 per 
cent In the yield. The corn area for the 
northern division, 2,512,000 acres, making a 
total yield of 106,877,000 bushels for the divis- 
jon. The quality isof a higher grade than 
Jast year, as little or none of {t was hurt by 
the frost. In the central division the crop 
has made the highest average ylel 1 per acre, 
with one exception, of any of the past ten 
years, the yleld being forty bushels, as com 
pared with thirty-two bushels of last season, 
an increase of 25 per cent In the average yield 
per acre. The corn area for this division was 
2 133,041 acres, and the total yteld 85,541,640 
bushels. The quality is much better than an 
average for a term of years, and the 
crop has been = garnered with great 
care and in fine condition, The south. 
ern division of the State suffered from a want 
of rain during the period when the growing 
crop most needed molsture, which had the 
effect to reduce the yleld'per acre, although 
the average, twenty-nine bushels, is about 
50 per cent better than that of last season. 
The corn area in this division was 805,009 
acres, andthe total yield 23,483,000 bushels, 
The quality Is about up to an average for this 
division. 

Take the State as a whole,the area de. 
voted to the corn crop Was 5,754,000 acres at 
an average yield of 37.5 Dushels per acre, 


which gives a total yleld of 215,305,000 bushels 
_| for the entire crop. 


The average market price paid at the local | 
warehouses andthe railway stations of the 
State is 388c per bushel, whichis 7c less than 
the average price paid last season. 

The area seeded to winter wheat this fallts 
¥ per cent larger than the area of IiSvl. In 
Northern llinols the 1892 area is 6 points be- 
low thatof 1891, In Central Illinots tt ts 4 
points above, and in the southern division of 
the State 7 points higher than last season. 
There was a tendency to increase the area of 
winter wheat quite materiaily this fall, and 
considerable ground was prepared for it, but 
it was so very dry thata large portion of it 
was not seeded. The drouth also militated 
against the growth of the plant, much of that 
seeding falling to germinate at all, while 
that that did start is so weak that {t is not in | 
good condition to standa hard winter. The | 
November rains were very beneficial to the | 
growing plant, and caused some of the seed, 
which had lain in the ground for weeks, to 
sprout, but the stand, asa whole, is very un- 
even, and the outiook for a wheat crop in 
lilinois in 1892 is not very encouraging. 

The reports of crop correspondents give 
the condition of winter whieat In the north- 
ern division of the State as) per cent of the 
usual Dec. laverage and 2 percentin the 
central division, while In the southern div- 
ision, where the drouth was most severe, 
the condition is twenty-six points less thana 
seasonable average. A few counties report 
slight damage to wheat by Hessianfiy, viz. 
Randolph, Jasper, Morgan, Christian and 
Knox, but the injury done isso slight that it 
should not be taken into “account in estl- 
mating the crop.
